Annual, Adjourned and Special Town Meetings. 


OCTOBER 9, 1899. 


CHARLES W. BEARDSLEY, CHAIRMAN.

Voted, That the reports of the Selectmen and Treasurer be accepted and 
plaeed on file, errors and omissions excepted. 


Voted, That the Town of Milford appropriate out of its treasury for road 
purposes, within the limits of Woodmont, fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to 
be expended by the Selectmen under the advice of the officers of the Woodmont 
Improvement Association. 


Voted. That a sum not to exceed five hundred dollars ($500,00) be appro- 
priated for tar walk within the limits of the Woodmont Improvement Association, 
On condition that an equal sum be added thereto by the property owners of that 
portion of the Town. 


Voted, That the Town of Milford appropriate five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
for the building of an Engine House in Woodmont 


Voted, That the Selectmen be directed to take legal steps to lay out the road 
to Milford Point. 
Voted, That the care and improvement of the highways for the ensuing vear 


be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 


Voted, That the Selectmen tare such steps to widen, straighten and repair 
Sea Side avenue as may be necessary. 


Voted, That the care of the Public Parks be placed in the hands of the Select- 
men, they to remove all dead trees and set out new ones where needed. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be appointed an Oyster Committee to regulate the 
taking of oysters and clams in the Gulf Pond. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and directed to cut the brush on 
the highways in conformity to the Statutes. 


Voted That the matter relating to a bridge near Clark’s Mills be left in the 
hands of the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) be appropriated for Memorial 
Day. 

Voted, That the matter relating to cleaning of the river back of the Post 


Office be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 


Voted, That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) be appropriated for 
Tar Walk under the same conditions as last year.

Voted, That the Selectmen be and they are hereby directed to expend a sum 
not to exceed one hundred and fifty dollars ( 150.00) in widening and straighten- 
ing Maple street against the property of George H. Furman, providing Mr. Fur- 
man will give the necessary land.

Voted, That the Selectmen take such actions as shall in their judgment seem 
best_to prevent the water from standing in the road in front of the residence of -

Ford; the Foreman ot the Fire Company, Walter M. Irv- 
ing; and Messrs. William G. Mitchell, Charles H. Trowbridge and James T. Higby, 
and that said commttee be authorized and directed to meet the representatives of 
the Milford Water Company, and agree upon the terms of the contract for the use 
of the water of said company; draw up such contract and report their doings to 
this meeting adjourned till three weeks from this date for ratification, amendment 
and adoption as may be deemed best by said meeting.

Special Town Meeting held Dec. 7, 1899, at 8 P. M. 


Report of the committee appointed at the previous meeting was called for. 

After some discussion, it appearing to the meeting that the committee ap- 
pointed had‘been unable to agree upon a contract to be made with the Water 
Company; upon motion of George M. Gunn, it was voted to adjourn unti! two 
weeks from to-night to give the committee firther opportunity to perform their 
duties and report. 

Meeting adjourned until two weeks from-to-night to meet at same hour and 


same place. 


Adjourned Special Town Meeting held Dec. 21, 1899. 


First Selectman Elbert L. Ford, chairman of the committee appointed at the 
Special Town Meeting held November 16, 1899, to meet the representatives of the 
Milford Water Company and to agree upon the terms of a contract for the use of 
the water of said company, madea written report to the meeting, which was dis- 
cussed at length.

Mr. Dennis Fenn introduced a substitute resolution in the following form, to 
wit: 

WHEREAS, An examination of the finances of the Town at the present time 
shows an indebtedness of about $80,000 OO. 

WHEREAS, No provision has been made in the appropriation for the current 
year to meet the cost of a contract with the Water Company, and as the general 
current expenses for the Town will absorb the tax laid, and 

WHEREAS, The making of a contract on the partof the Town with the Water 
Company will work an injustice to many in the taxing Of property in a large part 
of the Town that can have no possible protection against fire thereby ; therefore, 

Resolved, That no contract be entered into on the part of the Town of Mil- 
ford with the Water Company for any public hydrants for indiscriminate fire pur- 
poses and protection, 

The substitute resolution was discussed at length and, upon a rising vote, 
was adopted by a vot of 13S in favor to 130 in opposition. 

The meeting was then adjourned without date.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the Year Ending September 15, 1900. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 
Gentlemen: 


In consideration of the detailed reports which you have had from the 
Acting Visitors during the past year, I deem it unnecessary to go into 
particularsgrelative to the work of our school, and the conditions attend- 
ant upen the same. 

Permit me to say, however, that it is a source of gratification to my- 
self and to the teachers of the several departments, that after a careful 
inspection of the work by those amply qualified to judge, the report has 
been one of approval, 

Our teaching force remained the same for the entire year as at its be- 
ginning, thus causing no break in the regular progress of the work, which 
is inevitable when a change of teachers is necessary during the school 
year. 

Of the faithfulness and devotion of all our teachers I have nothing 
but the warmest words of approval. 

Not a little of the success of any school system is due to the hearty 
co-operation of teachers and principal, and this, I am. happy to say, has 
always existed during my incumbency. 

The condition of over-crowding in some of our departments remains 
the same as heretofore. By adjusting matters we are able to get along, 
but at much inconvenience to both teachers and pupils. What we need 
to meet the present conditions, is another room for the accommodation 
of the pupils of the Highth Grade, who are now seated in four different 
rooms, passing to the class room when the signal for recitation is given. 

A year has passed since the establishment of our Kindergarten, and 
it may fairly be said to have passed the stage of experiment. We are 
lacking in some of the requisites for a thoroughly equipped Kindergarten, 
yet I consider the work a success. The plan of dividing the pupils of 
this department into two sections, one section attending mornings and 
the other afternoons was continued during the year, as the attendance 
was sufficiently large to make any other arrangement impracticable. It 
is, perhaps, a little early for any reliable deductions as to the future 
progress of those who have enjoyed the Kindergarten training, but we 
expect to find them more apt pupils along all lines of work for the train- 
ing received in these earliest days of their school life.

Some changes in our teaching force are necessitated for the coming 
year by reason of resignations. Miss Harriet M. Ensign, who has done 
such excellent work as First Assistant and Special Teacher of Drawing 
for the past five years, has resigned to accept a more lucrative position in 
Red Bank, New Jersey. She will be succeeded by Miss Louise Adams of 
South Boston, Mass., a graduate of Boston University, and a teacher 
who comes highly recommended for excellent work in the school room. 
Miss Carolyn E. Morrill, whose work has been highly appreciated during 
her two years with us as teacher of the Seventh Grade, has also resigned 
to accept a higher salary at Greenwich, Conn. Her position will be filled 
by Miss Elizabeth E. Roberts, whose four years of service in our Sixth 
Grade have made all familiar with the excellent quality of her work. 
Miss Josephine E. Gardner, who for ten years has been Special Teacher 
of Music, resigned that department of her work at the close of the year 
in order to devote her whole time to the work of her room. To Miss 
Gardner belongs the credit of bringing the music in our schools up to its 
present standard. Beginning, as she did, when she was a pupil in the 
school, by teaching the rudiments in one room, the work has gradually 
expanded till now music is a regular study in every room in the building, 
so that all pupils who have been attentive to the instruction given aro 
independent readers of ordinary vocal music. This result has been 
accomplished from small beginnings, and at a cost altogether incommen- 
surate with the results obtained. 

The Department of Music for the coming year will be under the 
charge of Mr. Richard B. Lyon of New Haven, a gentleman experienced 
in this line of work. 

The Department of Drawing, which for the last four years has been 
under the charge of Miss Ensign, will be conducted during the coming 
year without the employment of a special teacher. The teachers of the 
several grades are sufficiently familiar with the work so that the services 
of aspecial teacher can now be dispensed with.

The foregoing report of your Principal is accepted and forwarded in 
due course to the Town of Milford. The Acting School Visitors have 
verified it by personal observation throughout the year, and endorse it 
both as to teachers and _ ail incidentals. 

The regular Commencement exercises, followed upon the evening of 
the same day by the special Class day exercises of the graduating class 
were witnessed by ourselves and by so many of our fellow citizens that 
any further endorsement as to the excellence of the personnel represented 
by the graduates, and the preparation they must have undergone to do so 
creditably is deemed superfluous. 


The school teachers and scholars of Milford have concerned us during 
the present year much less than the conditions under which they, we, 
you and those whom we represent are called upon to labor for the end in 
view, which is Education; and the main question as to the means, is: 
How we are to secure it at the least expenditure of time? For in matters 
of education surely time if anything is money saved to the community — 
to both parents and the youth under instruction. 


Our present system of education is now entering its second quarter 
century. A new generation, the one with which it began is in Town 
authority, and it must be their children who have just graduated. These 
graduates are the results of our system and they not only know all of its 
advantages but are familiar with the difficulties under which these results 
have been gathered. The system started with them, and is still in vogue 
with their children. It is now, therefore, these matured children’s turn 
to join their parents and their antecedents, (you and us), in a forward 
movement towards better advantages for their own future successors from 
henceforward. ‘hey will populate the Milford schools, even as we did 
with them. They know all our needs and are near evough to you to 
verify all that we are intimating as necessary. 

About the same time (twenty-five or six years’ ago) Milford was a 
pioneer in trying to realize both school and town necessities in one build- 
ing. Weare all the richer by this experience, in both capital and interest 
saved, or in other words, now due capital and compound interest! and to 
be paid out for radical improvement, in that thus we must have ample 
surplus with which to re-invest our school property at this auspicious 
juncture;— for how better could we begin anew than with a century? Let 
us theorizeZa?little’then_in the premises so as to awaken specific thought. 
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That Milford is growing in population is shown by the increase in 
her registered school list, and in her actual school attendance during the 
past five years. The increase has been steady, and the comparison of the 
figures is interesting, in that it demonstrates our own responsibility and 
the absolute need of increased facilities; for they were few enough in 1895, 
and have been made frequent note of in our annual reports. The present 
condition certainly borders nearly enough upon accute congestion for some 
serious consideration at the deliberations of the Town. We only cite the 
totals, then (1895), and now 1900, to indicate this growth, which, from 
personal comparison with the present census reports from New Haven, 
Conn., and her current school list, represents about fifteen per cent. of the 
population as demanding sittings in the public schools of both places. 
They, New Haven, are short; we also.

Thus, the average registry in 1895 was 517, and its record of average 
attendance was 417, while in 1900 the average registry is 550, and the 
figure of constant average attendance reaches 440. These statistics show 
that although in 1895 we were overcrowded for room wherein to sit an 
average 417, we must be more so now in 1900, with 440 in constant atten- 
dance and with even an increase expected in this very year, beginning 
with this report. 

Therefore the good people of the Town of Milford will be wise to note 
that if the sittings shall be called upon to answer the actual average 
registry of 550, or 110 more than have been in average attendance —a state 
of affairs that is not unlikely (and at any rate the Town should be pre- 
pared for it) we would be absolutely unable to meet the demand; for 
with present facilities we are crowded even by an average attendance of 
440. The Town should be ready to accommodate all, and be able to en- 
force their attendance. 

And furthermore, may we not feel confident that if we had the 
requisite modern facilities that one of the oldest towns in Connecticut 
should have,and were able to accommodate fifteen per cent. of our popula- 
tion with school-room, the average attendance would come up to and 
come far closer to the actual registry. There is little doubt but that 
(allowing for the natural increase to be anticipated in the future) we 
should have ample school-room for at least six-hundred scholars, so, 
while not making this as a suggestion, but rather to indicate a rapidly 
nearing necessity, either the Town offices should be moved and our 
present building entirely devoted to the chief end of a good state of society 
which is the thorough education of its children, or the school should be 
moved, and modern facilities provided, with full opportunity for further 
expansion.

We submit to those who now own Milford, and not long hence must 
bequeath its natural advantages to their next of kin, their own children, 
that as a new century is at hand a new departure is in order. ‘The thing 
to depart from is a too conservative attitude against modern improve™ 
ment; the thing to arrive at is the very one we are discussing, sufficient 
School facilities. For they are the recommendations that are always in- 
quired about, and that primarily, by those who contemplate entering a 
modern community for permanent settlement. ‘‘How abouttheschools?’’ 
that is an inevitable question put by new-comers. We might reply, ‘‘Well, 
we are satisfied that ours are all right as to their personnel, from pupil to 
principal; but that we have reached the limit as to facility is too patent 
to be denied.”’ 


If the town fathers are not interested it is about time to ask the town 
mothers what they are going to do about it. The Town Hall wherein 
our central schools are at present domiciled as mere tenants, having be- 
come overcrowded, it is evident that some one has got to move out. 
Now, as a matter of fact, members of your Board have heard numerous 
strangers compliment us recently upon the present appearance of the 
Town building in its new coat of paint, and on its manifest Colonial out- 
line and suggestion. Itis amply big enough to satisfy all our present 
school requirements, if the town offices and halls shall be moved to some 
other place, and if the proper remodelling of the space thus vacated is 
judiciously made. It will be much cheaper to build a new Town Hall, ¢ 
Clerk’s Office and a place for the Selectmen, Board of Relief and other 
committees, to congregate upon semi-oceasions, than to provide a constant 
sitting for six hundred scholars. Hstimating at one hundred dolars each 
which is little enough, at least $60,000 will be required to build a modern 
school to accommodate thishumber. Our common schools are deservedly 
the most popular, and essentially the most important elements in our 
civilization; so, to bring our own up to the standand of this age, and to 
Keep apace with our more progressive neighbors, we must get more room 
at once, and better fittings. Whatever method then is adopted should be 
undertaken at once; our tent is not big enough; let us lengthen our cords 
and strengthen our stakes, and spread out the facility wide enough to 
balance what we desire to be found therein. We consider this to be one 
of the main issues before the town of Milford, because it is an old one and 
can no longer be temporized with. 


During the past year the meetings of the Board have been particularly 
well attended, and all matters have had the opportunity of requisite in- 
vestigation; the sub-committees have worked hard, and many important 
Public School matters have come up for discussion in the course of this 
closing year of the century; the Board will present them to the proper 
authorities along the regular channels when mature for business, so as to 
place them before the town, at some special meeting.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


For the Year Ending August 31, 19900. 


Measles, twelve cases. 

Scarlet Fever, three cases. 

Diphtheria, one case. 

No Membranous Croup. 

A few eases of Whooping Cough. 

Typhoid Fever, three cases. 

No Cerebro-Spinal Fever or Small Pox. 

Nothing more than the ordinary precautions are being taken to pre- 
vent the spread of Pulmonary Consumption. 

Nuisances Number of complaints, twenty-two; all abated. 

Garbage disposal is same as in the past; each family dispose of théir 
garbage by cremation, or have it carried away. 

Sewage is principally disposed of by cesspools, and if near a well the 
water is contaminated. There is nothing so dangerous as cesspools, and 
in constructing a cesspool people pay very little attention to its proximity 
to the well. They seem to think if they can get the sink water under the 
ground they have done wisely. I have found in almost all cases where 
families have continued ill health and fevers that there is something 
wrong with the cesspool and well. 

There is no public provision for the care of contagious cases. 

I found the school house at Woodmont needed a good cleaning; the 
outbuilding needed cleaning and scrubbing and good strong locks put 
on to keep it from use while school is closed. 

The schoolhouse at Wheeler’s Farms is perfect the outbuilding 
needed cleaning and strong locks put on. 

The West District schoolhouse needed a good cleaning ; the outbuild- 
ing also and good strong locks put on. 

I find the Public School in good condition—neat and clean. I had 
some portions of the basement fumigated. 

The sanitary condition of other public buildings is good, with the ex- 
ception of the Town Hall and dressing rooms, all need cleaning and 
painting. 

The water supply is from wells and the public water. The public 
water is the best in the state. Itis farahead of any well water. Well 
water is very liable to become contaminated from cesspools, or when very 
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dry, insects, worms, toads, etc., are liable to get into the well and decom- 
pose. When the water in the well is very low it should be boiled before 
drinking. The public water is safe to use without boiling. 3 

The ice ponds have all been examined and none condemned except 
those in the center of the town. 

I have no personal knowledge that the dairymen take any precau- 
tions to protect the purity of the milk beyond the customary practice of 
the past. | 

A large number of citizens presented a complaint against the un- 
loading of cars of fertilizer near the Milford station. After a consultation 
with the County Health Officer and the superintendent of the road, it 
was arranged that the cars should be placed as far west as possible on the 
north switch tracks, and the cars should be unloaded within twenty-four 
hours from the time unloading commenced. Such a health rule was put 
in force with the belief it will abate the nuisance.
